The  following  Aot  of  the  Tamil  Nadu  Legislative  Assembly  received  the 
assent  of  the  President  on  the  31st  duly  1992  and  i»  hereby  published  for 
general  information  — 

ACT  No.  41  OF  1992. 

An  Act  tr.  make  certain  special,  provisions  in  respect  of  permits  for  stage 
carriages  under  Hie  Motor  Vehicles  Act,  1988  and  in  relation  to  the 
schemes  and  Louies  notified  under  Chapter  VI  of  that  Act  and  to  provide 
for  matters  connected  therewith. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Tamil  Nadu  in  the 
Forty-third  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as  follows  : — 

1 (1)  This)  Act  may  be  called  the  Tamil  Nadu  Motor  Vehicles  (Special  Short  title,  extent* 

Provisions)  Act,  1992.  I commencement 

and  applica- 

(2)  It  extends)  to  the  whole  of  the  State  of  Tamil, Nadu.  tion. 

(3)  The  provisions  of  this  Act  (except  sections*  6 and  7)  shall  be  deerhed 
to  have  come  into  force  on  the  4th  June  1976  and  remain  in  force  upto  and 
inclusive’  of  the  30th  June  1990  and  section  6 shall  be  deemed  to  have  come  into 
force  on  the  1st  July  1990 : 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  Act  so  far  as  they  relate  to  section 
G,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  continued  in  force  on  and  from  the  1st  July  1990J 

(4)  It  shall  apply  only  in  relation  to  draft  schemes,  approved  schemes 
and  notified  routes. 

2.  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, — Definitionr

of  the  Motor  Vehicles  Act  ;

(d)  the  expression  “notified  route”  shall  have  the  same  meaninft 
as  in  section  100  of  the  Motor  Vehicles  Act ; . , 
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( e ) words  and  expressions  used  herein  and  not  defined  but  defined 
in  the  Motor  Vehicles  Act  shall  have  the  meanings  respectively  assigned  to 
them  in  that  Act. 

3 0)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  a draft  scheme  or  an 
approved  scheme,,  the  Regional  Transport  Authority  may,  on  an  application 
made  in  accordance  with  the  rules  made  in.  this  behalf,  grant  a permit  or 
renew  a permit  to  a small  operator  to  ply  his  stage  carriage  on  the  entire 
route  covered  by  the  draft  scheme  or  the  approved  scheme  or  on  such  portion 
of  the  route  covered  by  the  draft  scheme  or  approved  scheme  a;s  may  be  speci- 
fied and  for  such  period  and  subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions  which  may 
be  in  respect  of  matters  specified  in  sub-section  (2)  of  section  72  of  the  Motor 
\ chicles  Act  or  in  respect  of  any  other  matter  as  it  thinks  fit.

Explanation. — For  the  purposes  of  this  sub-section  and  .section  6 
’*■  smail  operator  ” means  any  stage  carriage  operator  holding  on  the  date  of 
the  commencement  of  this  Act  or  oil  any  date  subsequent  to  such  date  of 
commencement,  five  or  les$  stage  carriage  permits  notwithstanding  that  all 
or  any  stage  carriage  permits  had  expired  after  such  date  of  commencement : 

Provided  that  in  computing  the  number  of  stage  carriage  permits  for 
the  purposes  of  this  sub-section — 

(i)  the  number  of  permits  in  respect  of  reserve  vehicles  kept  by  the 
stage  carriage  operator  to  maintain  the  sendee  ; or 

(ii)  the  number  of  temporary  permits  granted  under  clause  (a). 
clause  (b),  or  clause  (c)  of  sub-section  (1)  of  section  87  of  the  Motor  Vehicles 
Act, 

shall  be  excluded. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  a draft  scheme  or  an 
approved  scheme,  the  Regional  Transport  Authority  may,  on  an  application 
made  in  accordance  with  the  rules  made  in  this  behalf  vary  the  conditions  of 
a permit  for  a stage  carriage  so  as  to  enable  the  applicant  to  operate  on  the 
entire  route  or  any  portion  of  the  route  covered  by  such  draft  scheme  or  an 
approved  scheme. 

(3)  For  the  period  during  which  tbc  permit  referred  to  under  sub- 
section (1)  or  sub-section  (2)  is  in  force,  the  draft  scheme  or  the  approved 
scheme:  relating  to  the  entire  route  or  portion  of  the  route  referred  to  in  the 
said  sub-sections  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  modified  to  the  extent  specified 
in  the  said  sub-sections. 

(4)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  Chapter  VI  including 
section  98  of  the  Motor  Vehicles  Act,  the  provisions  of  Chapter  V of  that  Act 
and  the  rules  majde  thereunder  shall,  so  far  as  may  be,  apply  in  relation  to  the 
grant,  renewal  or  variation  of  permit  under  this  section  as  they  apply  in 
relation  to  the  grant,  renewal  or  variation  of  permit  under  the  said  Chapter  V. 

4.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  a draft  scheme  or  an  approved 
scheme  or  in  section  3,  all  permits  and  temporary  permits  granted,  .renewed 
or  varied  under  the  Motor  Vehicles  Act  or  under  the  said  section  3 
authorising  the  use  of  stage  carriages  on  the  entire  route  or  any  portion  of 
the  route  covered  by  such  draft  scheme  or  an  approved  scheme,  shall  be  valid 
for  the  period  for  which  such  permits  were  granted,  renewed  or  varied. 

5.  The  provisions  of  sections  3,  4 and  6 shall- have  effect  notwithstanding 
anything  inconsistent  therewith  contained  in)  Chapters  V and  VI  including 
section  98  of  the  Motor  Vehicles  Act. 
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6.  (1;  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  the  Motor  Vehicles  Act  or  Renewal

(2)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  the  Motor  Vehicles  Act  or 
in  an  approved  scheme,  the  Regional  Transport  Authority  may,  on  an  appli- 
cation made  by  the  small  operator  in  accordance  with  the  rules  made  in  this 
behalf  and  subject  to  such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed,  vary  the  conditions 
of  a permit  for  a stage  carriage  so  as  to  enable  the  applicant  to  operate  on 
the  entire  route  or  ajny  portion  of  the  route  covered  by  such  approved  scheme. 

(3)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  Chapter  VI  including 
section  98  of  the  Motor  Vehicles  Act,  the  provisions  of  Chapter  V of  that 
Act,  and  the  rules  made  thereunder  shall,  so  far  as  majy  be,  apply  in  relation 
to  the  renewal  or  variation  of  permit  under  this  section  as  they  apply  in 
relation  to  the  renewal  or  variation  of  permit  under  the  said  Chapter  V. 

(4)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  this  Act*,  no  new  permit 
shall  be  granted  under  this  Act  to  any  person  on  any  route  covered  by  an 
approved  scheme. 

7.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  apv  law  for  the  time  being  in  Pe°^*tions 
force,  every  application  for  grant  of  new  permit  on  a notified  route  and  all  appeals 

appeals  arising 'therefrom  or  relating  thereto,  made  or  preferred  before  tjbte  for  grant 
date  of  publication  of  this.  Act  in  the  Tamil  Nadu  Government  Gazette,  and  ^

(б)  the  fees  to  be  i>aid  in  respect  of  an  application  under  section  3 ; 

(c)  any  other  matter  which  may  be  prescribed. 

(?)  All  rules  made  under  this  Act  shall  be  published  in  the  Tamil 
No  chi  Government  Gazette  and  unless  they  are  expressed  to  come  into  force 
on  a particular  day,  shall  come  into  force  on  the  day  on  which  they  are  so 
published. 

(4.)  Every  rule  made  under  this  Act  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after 
it  is  made,  be  placed  on  the  table  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  and  if,  before 
the  expiry  of  the  session  in  which  it  is  so  placed  or  the  next  session,  the 
Assembly  makes  any  modification  in  any  such  rule  or  the  Assembly  decides 
that,  the' rule  should  not  be  made,  the  rule  shall  thereafter  have  effect  only  in 
sur-b  modified  form  or  be  of  no  effect,  as  the  case  may  be,  so,  however,  that 
any  sue]}  modification  or  annulment  si  mil  be  witho  if  prejudice  to  the  validity

this  Act  in  the  Tamil  Nadu  Government  Gazette,  shall,  for  all  purposes,  be 
deemed  to  be  and  to  have  always  been  taken  or  passed  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  as  if  this  Act  had  been  in  force  at  all  material  times. 

11.  Save  as*  otherwise  provided  in  this  Act,  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
shall  be  in  addition  to,  and  not  in  derogation  of  any  other  law  for  the  time 
being  in  force  and  nothing  contained  herein  shall  exempt  any  person  from 
any  proceeding  by  way  of  investigation  or  otherwise  which  might,  apart  from 
this  Act,  be  instituted  against  him.
